THE NORTH-WEST. 


‘It is Fayourably Noticed in the 
London Times. 


The Rapid Grewth of the Country —Condi- 
tions Under Which Farming ts Pruse- 
cated--The Wheat Crop Reported Large 
—Advantages of Mixed Farming. 


| 


A commissioner representing the London 
Times is making a tour of Canada. Two 
| letters, both dealing with the North-West, 
have appeared recently. In the opening, 
the commissioner deala with the influence 
of Canada on British affaire. He saya: 
It does not stem to be an exaggeration to 
say that the course which affairs take in 
Canada during the next few years may 
have a‘decisive influence upon the direction 
of British history, The primary reason 
for this impression is obvious. Canada is 
the first of the great colonies which has 
formed a political combination that gives 
fo 4 position closely akin to thatof a 


nation. Her territory comprises 35 per 
cent. at least of the whole Empire, 
covers nearly half of the North American 
continent. [tis only within the last few 
years that she has become fully conscious 
of the vast poasibilities of this largely un- 
developed area. Kacing upon the two 
greatest oceans of the globe, the country 
ig brought into easy commercial communi- 
cation and international relation with much 
of the world. For nearly 4,000 miles it 
borders upon, and therefore has more or 
Jess intimate relations with, the United 
States. ‘Thus, though Canada has nota 
nation’s franchise, her people and states- 
men have to consider in many ways the 
interests of a nation. By the mere 
compulsion of circumstances her statesmen 
are fast becoming statesmen of the Empire. 
Already more tnan once their advice has 
the 
moat dithcult Imperial negotiations. It 
is this fact which gives such extreme 
significance to her present position. In 
What direction will point the interest and 
aspirations of a great colony which has 
reached this stage of growth? How far 
do these interesta and aspirations coincide 
with those of British people generally’ These 
are large questions which cannot beanswered 
off-hand, That they must be answered 
sooner or later invites or almost compels 
the careful study of Canadian conditions 


and 


England must keep in touch with the 
thoughts and interests of her children 
abroad if she is to be to them still in 
reality a mother land; if she is to be 
among them a growing rather than a 
waning influence, 
THE NORTH-WEST PROBLEM. 
Among the Canadian problems of na- 


tional interest I am disposed to place fore- 
most those connected with the growth and 
settlement of the vast provinces of the 
North West. These provinces are sure, 
sooner or later, to be filled with a p: opula- 
tion of many millions of people, English- 
speaking, and for the most part of British 
jblood. To emigrante from the United 
| Kinedom they now offer the most readily

FROSTED WHEAT 


The North-Western farmer has his spe- 
cial difficulties to contend with. Here, as 
elsewhere, man learns by slow degrees to | 
wrestle successfully wi th the problems of! 
nature, and he doea so by studyi ng them 
and adapting himselt to new conditions. 
The key to successful farming in the North- 
West consiste in knowing how to meet the 
dangers of frost. To this end the farmer 
must prepare during the autumn for the 
work of the apring, But the term ‘frozen 
wheat,” which suggests to most minds the 
entire destruction of the crop, as a mer- | 
chantable comn odity, means nothing like 
this to the North-Western farmer, Siight- 
ly frosted wheat is reduced for fouremaking 
purposes pernaps 30) per cent. in v alue, 
what is called frozen wheat 50 per cent, 
Both are freely used by millers to makea 
cheaper kind of tlour. But many experi- 
mente have now. proved that they are open | 
toa much more profitable use. It is claimed 
that frozen wheat fed to pigs is worth from 
60 to 8) cen's per bushel, and that it makes 

excellent feed for all kinds of stock. In 
this fact lies one ot the chief arguments for 
greater attention to mixed farming than 
has yet been giyen to it in the North- | 
West. 
MIXED FARMING. 

In the production of pork, especially, it | 
is claimed by good authorities that the! 
opportunity is very great. The wheat-ted | 
pork of the North. West may yet compete) 
with the maize-fed pork of Chicago. So, ; 
too, in the case of poultry. With ite) 
abundance of refuse grain and large areas | 
of stubble, no country ought to produce | 
turkeys and other fowl more abun 'antly 
and cheaply. But the North-Western 
farmer takes to mixed farming slowly and | 
reluctantly, For this there 13 at present | 
more than one reason. Labor is often | 
scarce and e xpensive, and the attention to 
detail required in mixed farming ia, there- 
tore, rendered ditiicult. Fencing is neces- 
gary witha varie ty of stock, and fencing | 
in some parts of the treeless prairie country | 
isexpensive. On the other haud, there is | 
something of the temptation of gambling in | 
wheat raizing. 


With a good season, large | 
cropa, and a favourable price, the profits 
from a few hundred acres of wheat land are 
very large. As far as one could learn from 
rather extensive enquiry, the production 
varies allthe way from 15 to49 bushels per 
acre, according to the nature of the soil 
aud season. The price, too, has varied in 
dierent years from 55¢ to $1 per bushel 
for the best. grade of grain.
